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Early 3orvlces of the Church 
Shortly after the 3 ettlomont of the county clergy of the 
KethccUst,Presbyterian and Episcopal Churches held services In 
Pocahontas County .We do not know when those first Episcopal 
ministors came or whore they held services. The Rev.Dr.Price, 

History of Pocahontas County,page 596,has written that for many ' 
years services were hold in the court house and then after the 
Academy was built(lS42) Episcopalians, as well as Methodists and 
Presbyterians worshipped there.He further states that after the 
Prosbyterinn Church was built in Huntersville in lG5i? all denominations 
used it for purposes of worship. Bishops Moore and Meade in passing 
from Warm Springs into th6 Western part of what was their thoir 
diocese may woll have paused in Huntersville seeking th9ir people, 

^ as they did elsewhere in what is now West Virginia, and finding some 
a dainiate”od unto them. It maybe that the ministers of3&th county 
ministered in Pocahontas County a s we know of record that tfiie Rev. 
R.E.Mason, minister of tho WarmSprings Church did prior to 1869. 

Driscol 

In 1869 tho Rev.R.H.Mason reported to the Council of the 
Diocese of Virginia that he had visited Pocahontas County in 1368 
er.d that ho had made prior visits^the ch^urch-people there. As he 
csne to Pocahontas County he travelled over the Warm Springs-. 
Buntersrill* Pike end carm firat to Drluool. The first recorded work 
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of the Dplecopal Church began In the home of "a zealous family" in 
Drlecol. That family was the Lookridge family. Lan<*lot(Lanty)

Colonol Janes T.Lockridge,son or Mr.and Mrs. Lancelot Lockridge, 

{the plonoer family) was a prominent man In his day. Dr.Price 
records that he was colonol of the 127th Virginia Militia,a 
member of tho house of Burgesses,a merchant,magistrate and sherirr,ahd 
both tho Journals of the Dlocos^of Virginia and the History of tho 
Diocese of West Virginia by Bishop Feterkln show that ho was & 
vestrymen md warden of tho parish and also a delegate from Madison 
Parish,Pocahontas County to the special conference of clerical and 
la^- delegates which brought about the separation of the Diocese of 
Virginia and the creation of the Diocese of West Virginia, In his 
hone Bishop Whittle and Bishop Peterkiriand the Rev.Mr.M a son held 
tho services cf the chirch for him and his family* 

Col,Jamos T.Lockridge marrlod Miss Lillie Moser of South 
Carolina and they lived at the Lockridge homestead at Driscol.Their 
children were : HOranr.e II.Lockridge of Huntersville,Florence (Mrs, 
Jamas W*Mllligan of Karlinton) , J.B,Lockridge,M*D*,of Driscol(now 
Minnehaha Springs),and Mrs.L.W.Herold* In later years,after her 
husband’s death,Mrs, James T.Lockridge made her home in Marlinton 
with her daughter,Mrs. James W.Milligan* Mrs, James T.Lockridge 
wa 3 a delightful Christian lady and tho writer of these lines,when 
a young minister in Pocahontas Oounty, Conducted her funeral service, 
and read the Words of Committal from the Book of Common Prayer as 
her remains were interred in the family cemetery at Driscol* 

As has been indicated Miss Florence Lockridge became the wife 
of Hr.James W.Milligan of Carlin ton. Their children were Meble and 
Lilli. Milligan* Mrs# Millie^ and her dmiihters war. membsrs'’’of th. 
Iplooopal Church. Mias "abl. MllUs<m becnno the wife of Calvin W.Prlcc

ATter many years or work and worship intho 'arlinton Episcopal Church 
Mrs» Calvin Price transfarrod to the "arlinton Presbyterian Church 
to Join her husband in the work to which he was deeply committed. 

As has been previously indicated service or the Episcopal Church 
were held in the home of Col.and Mrs. Carnes T.Lockridge.As St.Paul 
wrote to Philemon concerning "the church that is in thy house” so 
"in the church which was in that faithful houso” at Drlscol the 
Episcopal Church began its entrance and life in Pocahontas County. 

At the head of the list of wardens ard vestry men of Madison Parish 
Pocahontas County ,which includes the names of C.P. Bryan,M.D.,John 
Ligon,M*D., Samuel 3.Lowry,.Tames W.Warvlck, H*M.Lockridge,W.C.:Jardnar ( 
R.S.Turk,Blake King,J.W.HI11,Dwight Alexander,K.E.pugh,and Edward 
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Wilson stands thct of Col.J a mes T.Lockrldge of Driscol. 

Visitations of the Bishops and Ministrations 
of the Clergy of the Diocese of Virginia in 
Pocahontas County Before the formation of 
the Diocese of West Virginia* 

YJe have no record to prove that either Bishop Moore, 

3ishop Meade ,or 3ishop Johns ever visited Pocahontas County. 

However Bishop Moade reported to the Diocesan Council(May 11,1861) ^ 

that he had visited all the churches in Western Virginia* On July 

25,1861 Bishop Johns reported ’’Accompanied by the Rev.R.H.iiason . 

I entered on a visitation and missionary tour in the counties of 

Bath,Groenbrior,and Monroe.” The Hev.JfcV’ason was the minister in 


chargo of the churches in Bath county and the entrance into Western 


Virginia from Bath county was along the Warm Springs- Huntersville 
Pike ,frora Huntersville to "arlinton and thence to lewisburg,Greenbrier 
County (along the Lewisburg -Marlinton Pike.) It would appear therefore 
tnat in 1861 Mr."anon and the Bishop stopped in drlscol and in 




H»intoravi lie, held services there,and then went on down to 
Greenbrier County* It 1 3 a recorded fact,hovevor,that the n«v. 
n/H. rJ ason reported to the Council of the Dlocose of Virginia that 
prior to 1868 he had made several visits to Pocahontas County. 

He also reported "Pocahontas I 3 a vory Interesting field*" Bishop 
Whittle reported that on Soptembor 12, lo69» after preaching in 
Warm Springs he had visited Pocahontas County with tho Rev* Kr.Wlthoru 
and the Rev.Mr.Mason to keep an appointment In Huntersville 
scheduled for the thirteenth. On arrival ho found tho appointment 
changed to a place fifteen mile3 distant (Dunmore) and that there 
wdfno candidates for co.nf irmatlon.Theref ore he remained In Huntersville 
with Mr.Withers visiting among the people and that the Rev.Mr. Mason 
wont on and proached( at the changod appointment.) This is the first 
recorded visit of an Episcopal Dishop to Pocahontas County. The visit 
was productive, 

(Dn 1870 the Rev.Kr.Mason was able to report that he had been 
holding services in IS79 with regularity in Pocahontas County 
” with some encouragement not only from the few moribers of t ho Church 
so warm in their attachment,but from others also*" On August 17,1871 
Bishop Whittle again came to Pocahontas County reported that he had 
preached in tho Fresbyterian Church at the C.H.(Court House in 
Huntersville) and confirmed one person and then rode some lf.B miles 
to Lewisburg where ho preached the following night* To the Council 
of 1873 the Rev.Mr.Mason reported that in 1872 "I have been officiating 
in Huntersville,and on Knapp's Creek(Driscol) once in four weeks, with 


touch to encourage mo .Communicants 8.Three candidates for conf irnation”. 

The next yoar,1873,Bishop Whittle again visited the church-people 
in Pocahontas County and reported to the Council of l974* ,,Ju ly 
Freabytorlnn Church, Pocahontas C*II* Confirmed tvo* w ?h® Rev...r.<’-fl3 0.i 
de legato representing Madison Pariah, Pooahontas County. Q o1 * Jnn ®® 
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reported nine communicants and stated that they wave scattered 
widoly ovor the county which made carrylnj on a &inday School 
difricult but that family and pastoral Instruction of the young 
wero diligently attended to* He also informed the Council that in 
Pocahontas County there were five persons awaiting corfirtnation 
at the next annual visit of the Bishop. For some reason the Bishop 
did not make hi3 annual visit that year and four of tho fivo 
went to Warm Springs and wero corfirnod by 3ishop Whittle in that 
church* In 1874 an act of the Council of the Diocese of Virginia 
crowned th9 work of the Rev.Kr.Kason by declaring the area of 
Pocahontas County to be a adison Farish in union with tho Council 
of the Diocese of Virginia* Tho Rov.R.K.Mason ha3 ministered in 
Pocahontas County over and above his obligations to hi 3 own parish 
in ^ath County* Under him the work in Pocahontas had so progressed 
that Bishop Whittle placed the Rev.Eraile J.Kall (in 1877) in 
Madison Parish as its full time minister* Soon more or less regular 
appointments were kept for preaching and other ministrations in 
Driscol,Huntersville,Dunmore,Groonbank.Marlin’s Bottom(Marlinton) 
Hillsboro,Edrai,and Clover Lick. 

The Diocese of V/est Virginia Created . 

As far back as lG£l the clorgy of Western Virginia felt tho 
need of a diocese of Western Virginia with its own bishop. To this 
bishops Meade and John’s objected.Finally,when Bishop Whittle became 
tho Bishop of Virginia he gave his consent and at a special conference 
of clergy and laity assembled in Trinity Church,Stauntcn,May 16,1877 
the petition of tho parishes of We stern Virginia was granted and after 
approval of General Convention the diocese of Virginiavns divided and 
a new dlocoae of Wost Virginia was organized* At the Kay 16,13,7 

conference in Staunton Col.James T.Lookridge of Driscol was the lay-

delogato ropronentlng Madison Pariah,Pooahontas uounty* * 
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Lockridgo t;a a therefore one of tho foundora of the Diocese 
of West Virginia and Madison ^arish, Pocahontas County was one of 


the organizing parishoo* 

On Dooember 5,1877 tho clergy and laity of tho West Virginia 
parishes met in St.John's Church, Char la ston, to organize the nevr 
diooose and to eloct a bishop. Tho Irev.Emile J.Hall and Dr.C.P.Bryan 
of Clover Lick roprosonted Madison Parish. The Rev. J.H.Eccleston,D„D., 
Rector of Trinity Church,Newark, New J ersey,wa 3 olocted bishop. 

The Hov.Dr.Eccleston declined the election and a new council 

had to bo called.This council met in Zion Church,Charles Town, 

February 27,1878 andwas presided over by Bishop Whittle. The 

representatives from Madison Parish,Pocahontas County,wore the Rev. 

Emile J.Hall and Dr. John L*gon of Clover Lick. The Rev George Wm. 

Feterkin,D.D.,Rector of Memorial Church,Baltimore,Maryland wa3 

elected bishop. Ho accepted andvas consecrated Bishop of the Diocese 

of We3t Virginia May 30,1878. M a dison Parish had a part in the election 

of the first bishop of tho diocese. Wo learn from a later report of 

31shop Petorkin that at one time or another Col.James T.Lockridge, 

John Ligon,M.D..C*P.Bryan,M.D*. Samuel B.Lowry and James Warwick 

acted as vestrymen of Madison Parish,Pocahontas County,West Virginia. 

Madison Parish in the 
Diocese of West Virginia 

When in 1878 Bishop Peterkin paid his first official visit 
to Pocahontas County he found the Rev.Mr.Rall living in Lewisburg 
but folding services in Huntoraville and Clover Lick. Bishop Peterkin 
was not 0 utrnngor to Pocahontas County .He had campaigned there 
In 1361 as u Cojifodoreto aoldior. Ho came to Pocahontas with the 
Twenty First Virginia Regiment which on August 6th,l86l camped on 
Vall*r NtMUIn.Tbo Dlohoji »«ld th.t during th. 1*3 day. of tholr 

t. „l*.d thirty ..V.n day.. Of th. nto. bmir* n» • 
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who ontno to Valley Mountain six hundred cono down with typhoid 
fover or raoaalos. Ho nursod the sick,and since ho had been licensed 
a Lay Header by the Bishop at the request of Tenoral Pendleton, for 
thoso who diod he read the Prayer Book Office for the Burial of the 
Dead. In his History of the Die cose the Bishop a ay 3 nothin S about his 
care for tho sick but does consent," I attended tho funerals of the 
men of our Brigade, and gave thorn the last ritos of the Church." After 
tho War*at his own expense, the Bishop erected a monument at Mingo 
to tho memory of thoso who died during that encampment. The Rev. 

Dr .William T.Price,in his diary.CH TO GRAFTON, relates that on his 
return from the Battle of Fhilippi (June 1861) that ho passed through 
Harlin's Botton(Karlinton) on his way back to his Highland County 
Presbyterian churches. Dr.Price was a volunteer chaplain in Capt. 
Felix Hull's Cpmpany. The Hev.Dr.Price and Bishop Peterkin in later 
life became warm friarxLs,and in J,J arlinton and Huntersville Dr.Frice's 
Presbyterian Churches were always open to the use of Bishop Peterkin. 
Cne wendors if the two men could have met at Valley Head during the 
Confederate encampment there. 

At any rate when Dr.Price was pastor of the Huntersville 
and ^arlin's Bottom(IIarlinton) Presbyterian Churches the Episcopalians 
held services Jh both churches ,Bishop Peterkin preached in both,and 
on his visits frequently visited the Rev.Dr.WTO.T.Frice. This in¬ 
formation I received from his son,my father-in-law,the late Andrew 
Price who also told roe that when the Rev.Guy H.Crook hold Episcopal 
•ervices in the Clinton Presbyterian Church he played the organ for

iVcm 1870 to 1885 he was pastor of the Cook-s Creek Presbyterian 
Church in Rockingham County and from 1885 to his retirement in 1900 
ha served as pastor of the Huntersville and flarlinton Presbyterian 
ChurohosVHis military service as volunteer chaplain in 1861 has 
been previously referred to. To him and to the sasaicna of his two 
churches the Episcopalians owe a debt of gratitude for the Christian 
courtesy shown them by allowing them to share the churches in the 
Hays when they ware without their own places of worship. 

The Warw ick and Ll^on Hones at Clover Lick 
Aftor the War between the States Dr.John Ligon came to Clover Lick 


and began the practice of medicine. It was told me that Bishop 
Poterkin inforro d him of the opportunity and urged him to coma* Dr* 
Llgor* narriod Kiss Sally Warwick, the daughter of John Warwick and 
Hannah Moffett* The old Warwick house at Clover Lick was replaced 
by a more elaborate or modern one by Dr.Ligon* This burned in 1884* 
The Ligon a had nine children*In my time as Minister of the parish 
two or hi a daughters LouiaaOira. J.J.Coyner) and Annette (Mrs* 
Lather Coyner) with tholr ohlldron llvod at Clover Llok and w»re 
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•ctlvo in the work and worship of the Clover Lick Church. Just as 
tho original Warwick family mode tholr home a ''lace of preaching 
or worship for Presbyterian and other ministers so the Ligon's 
frequently entertained the bishops and clergyar prior to the 
erection of a church had sorvicos in their house. Dr.Ligon often 
acted as a lay roador,conducting the service in his home in the 
absenco ofa minister on the Lord’s day and doing such other things • • 
as might be of spiritual assistance to his patients. Pop tho above 
information about Dr.Ligon I am indebted to his daughter Mrs. J.J. 
Coyner. To Dr.and Itrs»Ligon is due, moro than any othor persons , 
tho existence of Grace Church,Clovor Lick* 


Bishop Peterkln’s Vi alts to Madison Parish 
Reference has been made to the Bishop’s first visit in 1878 . 

The following year,1379,he made his second visit to the church- 
menber3 In Pocahontas County. Here is a summary of his report of 
that visit which he made to tho Council of the Diocese in l880* 

On Tuosday*August 17,1879 he preached in the Presbyterian Church 
at Mingo,on Wednesday,August 18th he wont to Clover Lick and preached 
In Dr.Licon's house on Thursday,on that ^ame day,August 19th he 
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baptized a ch^.ld there, a nd then he went on to Greenbank and preached ! 
in tho Methodist Church • Of that visit he continues" The few 
connunicants we have in Poc a hontns County are very scattered,so that 
after you reach the county,you have to make quite an extended circuit \ 

to visit thom.(Ho made that circuit and he visited them again and again.) 

Aa the rocord of our services will show,we tried during the trip to 
Make the moat of our tlmo.On Friday,August 20 I rode five miles to 
Dtnwr* and proachod in tho Presbyterian Church.I preached again in 
the MM place on Sunday nomlng.and In the afternoon rode fifteen miles 
to Kunteravl lie and pr-oh.d In the Preabytorlan Church. Sunday night 
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I spent In tho country about throo miles from town at the homo 
of ona of our most zealous Church people(the home of Col.and Mrs. 

James T.Lookridgo at Drigcol). Monday morning I rode into Huntersville 
and baptised throo children,and then went on fifteen miles further to 
Clovor Liok.Horo I joined Mr.Powers(Tho Rev.W.H.H.Powers then Minister 
at Vos ton) and Mr.Dame(the Rev.George W.Dame, Jr* (Minister at 
Clarksburg) and preachod at a 3 chool house in the neighborhood,and 
on Sunday morning at Dunmore and on Sunday night at Greenbank,in 
each enso to large congregations.Mr.Powers had preached three times, 
in tho aftomoon to tho Colored People at Clover Lick, and in the 
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morning and at night at a schoolhouse about two mile 3 distant. 

tomorrow wo go to Mingo where I expect to preach*' 1 Note in this 
report and in all others following how often the Methodists and 
Presbytorians open their churches to him and invite him to preach 
to thorn* Note also iis custom of taking other clergymen with him on 
hia official visits and having them share with him in his miss, onary 
work* such missionary activity of the Bishop and such brotherly 
sharing of it with his clergy was most effective in building up the 
membership and spiritual strength of the Diocese of West Virginia* 

The birhop writes of making continual annual visits to Pocahontas 
county but I can not locate a report of those for the years 1830-1881 
and 1?32* In his 1884 report to tho Council of the Diocese he 
eaid" My annual visit to Pocahontas County was made the last week in 
August• On Saturday tho 30th,in company with the Rov.Dr.Lnoy( The Rev. 



T.H.i*eey,D.D.) I drovo from tho railroad to Hillsboro,a distance of 
•bout forty mil*® having service that night.On Saturday,August 31st 
we have services both In Hillsboro and In Huntersville,the distance 
W«-.n to.. ».IM Ml... m Hunt.pavlll. « h... hop. 

oo b... . lot.T.1 thon to go on to tho .r-otlon of . ohuroh. 
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On MonJay wo hnd nurvloos at Clover Lick, In Dr •Litton'a house*

At Clover Llok we have a beautiful lot for a church,and we trust 
the next year to soe it built.Thafc night we pushed on to Hillsboro 
on ourretum,a distance of about twenty-five miles."

History of the Diocese of We3t Virginia,page 043*) 

On hia 1065 visit Bishop Peterkin t o ok with him the Rev. 

Kr. Gibson ((the rt ov .Robort A.Gibson had been in the Seminary with 
the bishop,had been one time assistant to Bishop Peterkin*s father 
at St.Janos * s Church,Richmond,and has beon induced by the Bishop to 
aceopt a call to Trinity Church, p arkersburg.) The Rev.Hr.Gibson 
later becamo Bishop of Virginia. They came to Colver Lick on Hay 
31st and hold services in a grove.Hr.Gibson preached and Bishop 
Feterkin confirm)d two Individuals. 

The Bishop reported to the Council of 1887 that Mr.^acy 
was In charge of the parish and that he,the Bishop, had preached 
ir. the now church at Clover Lick on Sundqy ,Nov.l4,1886. The church 
there had beon built after tho Bishop's May 1885 visit and before 
hia visit of Jiov.14,1836. It was erected during the ministry of the 
B«v*T*H.~aey,D*D* but t he Bishop wrote in his report that the 
church at Clovor Lick was tho direct outcome of the "zealous 
interest of Mrs. Dr.John Llgon*" Tho Bishop reported that he had 
44 *!:. j.r«sohad In tho Iluntoroville Presbytorian Church and that 

was warden of tho parish. He roportod also that a lot 
obtained st Huntoravlllo and that the officera of adison

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The Clovor Lick Church 

During Bishop Peterkln«s annual visit to the parish In 1892 
ho c on socrated Immanuel Church , Clover Lick, on August 21st. H e 
so dooignotos It In his report to Council but puts Grace In 
brackota. It would appear from this remark of the Bishop that 
Irwanuol uaa the name first given to the church at its consecration 
but that it was later called Grace . After some years the church 
was moved to a new site nearer to the depot. In his address 
to the Counoil of 1910 he stated that on Sunday ,August 8,1909 
ho had consocrated Grace Church,Clover Lick.He says,"This is the 
old church which was located at a point a mile or so distant,and 
consocrated August 21 ,1892. Owing to the changed population 
It was deemed best to move it nearer the depot,and so great were the 
difficulties involved in taking it to pieces,that it may be con¬ 
sidered practically a new building." He continued," Preached in 
St.John's Church,“arlinton.This is a new building,rendered necessary 
by the change of the church from Huntersville.(Had a church been 
built on the Huntersville lot?) The reotor and congregation deserve 
great credit for their energy displayed in the work; and thanks are 
due to the Hon.John T.McGraw for his liberality in giving a desireable 
lot. On V.onday, August 9th,Bishop Petorkin went to Huntersville 
and preached in the Presbyterian Church.He said,"notwithstanding tho 
removals ,we still have a few faithful members in that neighborhood. 
Tuesday net with tho vestry at Al arlinton and consulted with them about 
building a roctory." L910 Journal of tho Diocese of W.Va.,pages 16-17*) 
So far thie historical account of the work of the Spiscopal Church 
In Poeahontae County has been written largely in terms of the visits 
and activities of the bishops of Virginia and West Virginia. It should 
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be remomborod that faithful ministers usually travelled with tho ' * 
bishops on thoir visitations and thoy thoy caiTled on the work 
with regularity until the next annual episcopal visitation* A list 
of these mon will be given shortly* By such men during the 
opiacopato of Bishop Poterkin services were conducted in such places 
as Briscol (Minnehaha Springs) Huntersville, Marlinton,Hillsboro, 
Sdray,Clover Lick,Greenbank,Dunnore,and at Campbeltown* Bishops 
Grav a tt,Strider,and Campbell have continued the visitations begun 
by Bishop Whittle and Peterkin. 

St.John's Church, n arlli:ton 

The first services of the Episcopal Church held in Marlinton 
were held, in the Presbyterian Church of which a s has been pointed 
out the Rev.’ f m.T.Price,D.D. was pactor from 1CC5-1900, Marlinton 
(Marlin *3 bottom) derived its name from Jacob ^arlin who with 
Stephen Sewell camped there in 1750-1751* In 1890 John T.KcJraw
